REMARKS 

The claims have been amended to place them in a format more customary to US patent 
practice, Support for new claim 16 can be found, for example, in original claim 2. Support for new 
claim 17 can be found, for example, in original claim 5. Support for new claim 18 can be found, for 
example, in original claim 6. Support for new claim 1 9 can be found, for example, in original claim 
7. Support for new claim 20 can be found for example in original claim 8. No new matter has been 
added. 

The Rejections Under 35 USC $ 112 

The rejections are overcome by the amendments to the claims. Thus, it is respectfully 
requested that the rejection be withdrawn. 

Rejections under 35 USC §102 

It is believed that the amendments to the claims render the rejection under 35 USC §102 

moot. 

The references are silent regarding treating dyslipidaemia, atherosclerosis or diabetes 
comprising administering a compound of the formula L 

As can be seen on page 23 last paragraph to page 24 of the specification, the activity of the 
compounds of the invention leading to a hypolipidaemiant and hypoglycaemiant effect were 
demonstrated in vitro. 

Thus, it is respectfully requested that the rejection be withdrawn.
